not intend to kill Bastings until be was

>y's abstract office, and being a man of 
violent temper Draper murdered Hastings 
and withdrew from tbe office, going di- 
rectly home where be burned hi« bloody 
clothing in tbo furnace fire. However, 
Draper did nut destroy bis trousers on 
which were two spots of blood which be 
bad endeavored to wash out. 


Draper is n man of nearly 60 years of 


ige, of a morose disposition, seldom recog- 
nizing peonla on tbo street. 


Charles L. Hastings, the dead man, was 
jovial, clever fellow. However, two 


years ago lie took tbe Eeeley cure at 
)wlgbt, since which time be has seldom 
mtered society. He bad a room at a pri- 
vate residence and ate bia meals at a Innob 
counter.

Spaliline's AsBlcnment— Altgeld's Letter, 


and Statemeot bv l>rap«r. 


Chicago, April 17.—U. W. Spaldlng, ex 


president] of tbe Globe Savings bank and 
ex treasurer of tbe University of Illinois, 
has made a voluntary assignment to the 
university tiuetees of realty and bonds, 
securities approaching 1400,000. 


Some of the bonds conveyed to them 


are now in tbe bands of Receiver Leinan, 
of tbo Globe Savings bank, and a desper- 
ate fight wi!l be waged by the depositors 
of the bank tj prevent them going to the 
university.

Altgeld'a Letter. 


Chicago, ArplI 17.—A letter has been 


published written by Governor Altgeld io

The New York San Today PncllalieB a Re- 


traction, Avolda a Law Snit and 


Puya the Costs. 


New York, April 17.—In February, 


1805, tbe New York Sun. published an 
iditor'al Intended to cast reflection on the 
Associated Press and Its management, tbe 
k,ifit of which was that tbe Associated 
Press would Inevitably fall as a news or- 
ganization, owing to tbe supposed disclos- 
ures thus made. Fianfc B. Noyes, one of 
the owners of the* Washington Star and 
director of tbe Associated Press, was sin- 
gled out for personal attack without no 
apparent motive other than malice. 
It 


was at least so held by tbe grand jury of 
the District of Columbia which on Noyes' 
application Indicted for criminal libel, 
Charles A. Dana and William M. Laffan, 
who we're obaiged with originating and 
publishing this libel. The United States 
circuit court at Sew York, however, re- 
fused to extradite them to the District of 
Columbia, so Noyes has brought action 
lor libel In tbo United States c^urt at 
New York City. Tbe case was to have 
coma on for trlal-tbls week, bnt tbe Sun 
offered and published an adequate retrac 
tlon and pay all the oost* e< litigation 
ratner than go Into court.

Report that Cuban Independence 


Will oe Conceded if Re- 


imbursed. 


MISSION

Should Sandoval Seek the Arrest of the 


Cuban Junta He Might Find 


Himself Under Ar- 


rest. 


Washington, April 17.—The arrival in 


Washington of Major Sandoval of General 
Weyler's staff, is arousing much atten- 
tion. At tbe time of his departure from 
Havana it was snld that the object of his 
visit was to try to bring about the arrests 
of Thomas Estrada Palma and Gonzalo 
de Quesado, representatives of tbe Cuban 
junta in New York and Washington. 
There is rnncb speculation,(however, as to 
whether or not Hundovul's mission to this 
country bus not an altogether different 
object. 
The story published yesterday 


morning to the effect that negotiations 
are on foot between the Spanish and Cu- 
bans looking to the absolute independence 
of tbe island, Spain to be reimbursed for 
the los* by a large indemnity, has started 
the report that Kandoval's mission is in 
connection with the carrying out of tbe 
negotiations. 


In this connection, it is said hero upon 


good authority that Minister Thomas Es 
trada Palma, Treasurer Benjamin Guerra 
and Horatio S. Rubens, tbe counselor of 
ihe Cuban revolutionary party iu this 
country, were in Washington Wednesday, 
and during their stay held a conference 
with representatives of tbe Spanish gov- 
irnment. Who tbeso representatives were 
it Is impossible to state with exactness, 
but from tbe fact that Senor Congosto, 
the Spanish consul at Philadelphia, and 
Senor Sandoval were both here, it is be- 
ieved that one or the other of them was 
u communication at least with those en- 
gaged in the consultation. It l« said that 
the subjects under consideration weio 
what amount ot money should be given 
to Spain, and wliat treaty rights should 
be observed by Spain in tbo Cuban repub 
lo, whofu absolute independence was to 
le proclaimed. 


Sir. Rubens was the only member of 


ihc visiting party who registered at a ho- 
ol, and, together with Senor Palma and 
Mr. Guerrn, left for Xow York early yes- 
erdaj' morning. Henor Palma while hero 
received a specinl messenger from Presi- 
dent Cisnerr'?, who is ulive and well, who 


lfio brought letters a'.d documents from 
ho government counsel of tbe republic 
and from General Gomez. President Cis- 
noros and the government counsel report- 
ed that the affairs of tiie republic were in 
letter condition than they had ever been 
icfore, and that the revolutionists were 
n better sbapo now to continue the rebel- 
Ion than ever 
Genenl Gomez stated 


:bat Weyler's policy in Cuba had been 
proved a failure beyond any question, and 
:hat he (Gomez) and bis troops were iu 
eood onditlon and able to bold tbeir 
own against all tbe Spanish soldiers avail- 
able In Cuba to be sent against tl-eni. 


If, on the other hand, Major Sandoval 


s here to try to bring about the arrest of 
members of tbe Cuban junta on charges 
based on papers found In Che possession of 
captured insurgents, Senor Sandoval is 
likely to get himself Into trouble. One 
prominent senator said yesterday that It 
Major Sandoval had any such mission he 
bad better look out or be might be arrest- 
ed himself. 


Senator Lodge, who Is a member of tbe 


foreign relations committee, said that Mr. 
Palma and Mr. Quesada were residing 
here peaceably, and that If Major Sundo- 
val'g mission was aimed against them, as 
suggested, he had better reconsider the 
matter. Such a thing, he said, would not 
le tolerated In tbls country. 


Senator-elect Money said that he re- 


garded tbo proposition as too absurd for 
consideration.

As the depository of historical docu- 


ments and relics of almost priceless 
value the uew building of the Chicago 
Historical society appeals to the inter- 
est of c\ery student and scholar in the 
valley of the Mississippi. Probably no 
other collection is so rich in the litera- 
ture of dibcovcrjr and exploration in the 
Mississippi valley, nor is any other his- 
torical .irohhe so effectually guarded 
from destruction by fire. 


In the construction of the building 


security from fire was the lirst consid- 
eration. In the building proper, from 
roof to the concrete floor of the base- 
ment, no fragment of wood as large asa 
lead pencil has been used. Floors, walls 
and \vamscotingareofmarbleor plaster, 
and the shelves, doors and window cas- 
ings of iron. Kven the chairs and 
tables are made of metal. The frames 
of pictures and many articles in the col- 
lection ai e necessarily inflammable, but 
otherwise there is absolutely no food 
lor flamefi. With its outer walls of mas- 
.si\e granite, and its interior marble and 
,rcta, it carries the impression that it 
\\l\\ stand for centuries. 


The now ilistoncal society buildm!* 


slands at the corner of Dearborn avenue 
n:>d Ontario street, but o few blacks 
from the business center of the city, 
and accessible from aHdirections. It is 
open to the general public for study on 
Mondays and Thursdays. 


\Ylia.teveir interest the visitor may 


feel in the exterior of the building 
iviH soon be forgotten in the admira- 
tion inspired by its interior and the 
richness of its treasures. Entering the 
low arched doorway, and passing 
through a vestibule, he finds himself 
in the main hall of the building, rising 
two stories in heig&t to the roof. The 


the display ot relics and document*, ii. 
the department of autographs and 
autograph letters, the collection is 
particularly rich, including letters from 
the kings of France and England dar- 
ing the time that the Mississippi valley 
was a part of the domains of each mon- 
arch, letters of Henry of Navarre, of 
Louis XIII, of Richelieu, of Mazarin,of 
Columbus, Joliet and La Salle, of Ma- 
zarin, of Ferdinand and Isabella and 
other notable personages. 


A grew some object in the collection is 


the bones of Jean Lalime, whose death 
was the first homicide in the history of 
Chicago. Lalime was shot in self-de- 
fense about 1812 by JohaKinzie, one of 
the earliest settlers. As a reminder to 
Kinzie of his deed the body v, as buried 
at the door of his house by the soldiers 
of Fort Dearborn. When excavations 
for the liush street bridge were made. 
the tones were found and mmed to an- 
other place on the North side. A few 
years ago, they were rediscovered and 
given to the society. 


The admirers of Washington will find 


an article of passing interest in the 
shape of an armchair used by the Father 
of His Country at Mount Yeriion. Made 
of a dark wood, it is of the high-backed, 
tilting pattern with arms, which has 
been revived by the furniture makers. 
The chair is authenticated by an affidr.- 
\it from Elijah Cash, of Virginia, show- 
ing that it was given, by Washington to 
his step-daughter, Mrs. Lorenzo Lewis, 
who in turn presented it to the.Tarvis 
fami:y, of Virginia, in IblO. 
It de- 


scended in this family to Cash, who 
parted with the relic to Mrs. J. G. Kl- 
liott, of Chicago, in 1886. By Mrs. El- 
liott it was given- to the society. In 
making this collection, caie was talten 
by the society to exclude all articles not 
of real historical lalue, the offers of 
many relics being refused, as not valua- 
ble enough for the space they occupied. 


Nearly one-half of the building is oc- 


cupied by the library and book cases 
1o th« rear of the main hail. The li- 
brary indudes 20,000 bound volumes 
and 40,000 pamphlets. Itscapacitymay 
be enlarged to 300,000 volumes by an ad- 
dition to the building, which was 
planned, for when it was constructed

hall is surrounded by a gallery, reached 
by sin ornate staircase of marble and 
iron. 
\Vith respect to its contents, the 


hall represent* the exploration and set- 
tlement of the Mississippi valley. The 
portraits on its walls are arranged in 
historical sequence. 
The first is of 


Columbus, by an unknown artist. It 
is of suilicieut authenticity to be in- 
cluded in the government list of the 
]x>rtraits of Columbus published at the 
time of (he world's fair. Following it 
is. a portrait of Amerigo Vespucci, sup- 
po&edly by the same artist. Next in 
order is C'hamplaJn, founder of the 
French government in Canada, who 
projected the exploration of the valley 
of the unknown river, and Jean Bap- 
tiste Talon, who carried out the plans ot 
Chaiuplaiu. 
A fine portrait of Lu 


Salle is by the eminent painter, G. P. A. 
Healey. Over the massive fireplace a.t 
the side of the hall are portraits of 
Louis XIV. and Louis XV., kings of 
France during the French, exploration 
ol the Mississippi valley. Other por- 
traits in tihe hall are of Count Fron- 
tenae, governor of Canada., aud of Jean 


PRESIDENT E, G. MASON. 


Baptiste Le Moyne, governor of French 
Louisiana when Illinois wae a part of 
that territory. 


To the south of the hall, the reading- 


room is devoted to the portraits of 
Illinois historical personages. Por- 
traits of Lincoln, by Henry 11. Colcord, 
Stephen A. Douglas, Daniel Pope Cook, 
for v. hora Cook county v.as named; 
Zachary Taylor, who served asa colonel 
in the Blackbawk war; Ninian Ed- 
wards, first territorial governor of Illi- 
nois; Ma j. Gen. Henry Dearborn, secre- 
tary of war undar Jefferson, for whom 
Fort Uccrbora ima named; Edward 
Coles, the •ecend governor of Illinois, .

Valuable features of the library are the 
files of (he Chicago papers, the moM 
complete in existence, and the colleu 
tion of gwernment reports and docu 
cients. All of the cases and shelves ol 
the library are of iron. By means ol 
heavy iron doors, the library, a-s well its 
all other rooms, may be concerted at ;i 
moment's notice into fireproof vaults. 
This fireproof arrangement is accom 
pliahed without sacrifice of its interior 
beauty. 


The portraits of the early French ex 


plorers and governors 
were secured 


only by the expenditure of much timf 
and money by President E. (j. Mason 
He found a portrait of Champlain in 
Montreal and a copy was made. The 
governor of Louisiana, at the time 
when Illinois wa.s a part of that terri- 
tory, was Bienville. Mr, Mason found 
Uifu\ille',s picture as an engraving in 8 
book published: ii> New Orleans in I8j3. 
Learning Uiatthc engraving: was a copj 
of a painting in Canada, .Mr. Mason went 
to Montreal, whore he learned that the 
only early descendant of Bienville was a 
woman, who had married a Scotch- 
man. The Scotchman succeeded to a 
baronetcy in Scotland, and had changed 
his name. After a long search one of 
the descendants of thisbaron was fount'' 
in Kingston, Ont. In his possession IIi 
Mason discovered the object of 
hi> 


search, the original portrait of Bien- 
ville. It*, owner had just boxed it foi 
shipment to bis brother in Scotland, 
but he kept it on this side of the Atlan- 
tic long enough for Mr. Mason to have 
a copy mpde. 


Tlie portrait of Frnntenac waa paint- 


ed by a Montreal artist as a copy of : 
monument erected by the Canadint 
government to his memory. The por- 
traits of Louis XIV. and Louis XV. arc 
copies of originals in Paris, by Edgai 
Cameron, a Chicago artist. 


In the midst of these surroundings 


the portraits and letters of the earh 
explorers with the printed records of 
their wanderings, the study of the his- 
tory of the Mississippi' valley, of Illi- 
nois and of Chicugo becomes for the 
time the examination of real and vital 
things, and it is not difficult for th-.- 
student to hear in fancy the exhorta- 
tions of the pious Marquette, to wit- 
ness the last strngigiles of the IHini In- 
dians On Starred Rock, or to clasp tin 
iron bend of Henry de Tonti.
